REGULAR CANNOT HOLO CIVIL OFFICE 


Revised Statutes Are Plain Touching 
Officers in the Standing Army, 
but Rather Uncertain as to . 
the Status of the Vol- 
unteer.

Washington, January 6.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eral Joseph Wheeler’s right to hol@.a com- 
mission in the volunteer army of the Unit- 
ed States and a seat in congress at the 
same time was not passed upon by the 
judiciary committee today. 

That committee was to have met this 
morning to consider General Wheeler's 
case and others, but a quorum failed and 
the consideration was postponed, so wheth- 
er the Alabamian and other congressmem 
who, like him, went into the army, must 
in consequence lose their seats in congress 
is yet to | mined, but the friends of 
General Wheeler’ whose case naturally at- 
tracts the greaiest attention, hope to con- 
vince the house that the holding of a com- 
mission in the volunteer service is not in- 
compatible with service in cpngress. 

In the discussion which has been going 
on over the question the opinion expressed 
by the attorney general in the Grigsby 
case is playing a big part. That opinion 
geems to have a direct bearinw upon the 
principles involved in the Wheeler case, 
though there'fs.a difference,“attd because of 
this bearing it may be of especial intérest 
to the people of Georgia and Alabama to 
know something more of that cuse. 

The Case of, Colonel Grigsby. 

At the time of the call for volunteers, 
Colonel Melvin GrigsLy was attorney gen- 
eral of the state of South Dakota. While 
holding this civil office the president com- 
missioned him a colonel in the volunteer 
service. He was, I believe, commissioned 
to raise one of the regiments of rough 
riders. — 

The point was raised by the governor of 
the state as to whether he could hold both 
offices. The governor telegraphed that 
“Colonel Melvin Grigsby has this dav 
drawn his pay as attorney general of 
South Dakota, and that he has assumed to 
be such an attorney general,”” ard asked 
‘if colonel Grigsby was to be continued in 
his military office.’’ 

The opinion of the attorney. general 1s 
based on section 1222 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, which provides: 


No officer of the army on the active 
list shall hold any civil office, whether 
by election or appointment, and every 
such officer who accepts or exercises 
the functions of a civil office shall 
thereby cease to Le an officer of the 
army, an@ his commission shall be 
thereby vacated. 


When the matter was presented to the 


dge advocate of the army that official , 


Ppressed the view, “If Colonel Grigsby 
has theld or exercised the functions of the 
office of attorney general of South Dako- 
ta since he became an officer of the army, 
he ‘thereby ceases to be an officer of the 
army’ and his ‘commission was thereby 
vacated’ ”’ 

The Attorney General’s View of It.

The Regular Army Only. 
The attorney general goes on to point out 
that title 14 of the revised statutes, which 
regulates the army of the Uniied States, 
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CONGRESSMAN DINGLEY, OF MAINE,

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permanent’ establishment, the regular 
army, cannot of course be held to apply to 
the volunteer army. And he says: 

“When, therefore, section 1222 places a 
restriction on every ‘army officer on the 
active list,’ it plainly refers to regular 
army officers. An army officer on the ac- 
tive list is one not only actively bet per- 
manently engaged in the military service 
of the government. Having chos®h the 
army for his career, and being actively en- 
gaged therein, the statute properl¥ prohib- 
its him from accepting or exercising the 
functions of a civil office.” 


Status of the Volunteer. 
Attorney General Griggs concludes with 
this picture of the volunteer officer and his 
relations to the army and his country: 
‘“While an Officer in the volunteer army 
may be said to be actively engaged inthe 


erigaged. He is called out to meet an 
emergency, and must be discharged when 
the purpose for which he entered the ser~ 
vice has been accomplished. Unlike the 
regular army officer, he has not selected the 
military service for his profession. He has 
simply responded to a patriotic call, and 
expects, when.the war is over, to return to 
civil life. His term of military service is 
uncertain and contingent. He may be 
taken from his civil duties for a few 
months, for a year, for two years at the 
most. The government does not need nor 
demand a complete and final severance of 
his relations with civil life. He may be 
able to make arrangements to bridge over 
his absence, and on his return resume his 
former work. Whether he is to be per- 
mitted to do this, and retain w civil office 
during a temporary absence, is a matter for 
determination by those to whom he is ac- 
countable for the proper discharge of the 
duties of such office.’’ . 
Wherein They Are Similar. 

It is contended’ by General Wheeler's 
friends that while this section of the Re- 
vised Statutes does not directly affect his 
case, the principles involved are the same, 
and, as laid down by the attorney general, 
they Would apply equally well in the 
Wheeler as in the Grigsby case. 

The underlying principle of the contro- 
versy is whether to hold a position in the 
volunteer service is holding an office in the 
sense contemplated in the constitution. The 
attorney general*holds that the words used 
in the United States laws refer to cases 
where the office is held to some degree of 
permanency, and the language of the ‘con- 
stitution is substantially the same as the 
statute which is construed in this opinion.

PHYSICIANS HOLD OUT LITTLE 
HOPE OF RECOVERY. 


Patient Has Been Delirious and Rad- 
ical Change Is Expected in 
Short Time. 


Washington, January 6.—The condition 
of Representative Dingley, of Maine, ‘who 
has been ill with pneumonia for almost a 
week, has undergone a marked change for 
the worse and tonight his physicians hold 


' out little if any hope for recovery. 


Although the lung has improved con- 
siderably and the cough Ttessened, the effeet 
of the pneumonia has so weakened the sys- 
tem as to decrease the vitality to an alarm- 
ing extent. The poison from the sickness 
has permeated the whole system, which 
renders it less potent to stand the terrible 
strain. 

Much of.the day the patient was delirious 
and appeared to be uttering extracts from 
speeches he had made on the tariff ques- 
tion in the house of representatives. He 
was conscious only when aroused. The 
physicians say there must be a radical 
change one way or another very soon. 


NOT CALLED FOR BY THE ORDERS 


Sending Santiago Funds to Havana 
Was Wrong Construction. 

Washington, January 6.—There has been 
no change in the original order issued by 
the war department for the regulation of 
the. customs in Cuba. Any modification 
made by the Havang authorities therefor 
in favor of Santiago was nothing more than 
a@ recurrence to a’ proper construction of 
that order. 

It was said at once at the war depart- 
“ment upon attention being called to the 
complaint that the funds received at San- 
tlago Were being sent to Havana, that if 
this were done it was something not called 
for by the order which in terms called only 
for a report to Havana of the business of 
the sub-ports. It is not the intention of the 
authorities here to modify the plan laid 
down for the regulation of the customs and 
it certainly will not be attempted to. erect 
as many independent governments in Cuba 
as there are provinres, as has been pro- 
posed. 


WEEKLY CAMP INSPECTIONS. 


Secretary Alger Will Try To Keep Sol- 
* diers in Good Health. 

Washington, January 6.—Profiting by the 
experiehce of the recent war, Secretary Al- 
ger has issued stringent regulations for the 
sanitary inspection each Saturday of all 
military camps, including regimental, bri- 
gade and division hospitals. 

A special medical inspection also fs or- 
dered on the last Saturday of each month. 

Similar inspections will be made on the 
last day of each month of all military 
posts and general hospitals. 


HE IS NOW BISHOP OF BRAZIL. 
Consecration Services Take Place ‘in 
New York Church. | 

New York, January 6.—Impressive ser- 
vices marked the consecration today of the 
Rev. Lucien Lee Kinsolving as bishop for 
Brazil. The services were held in St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Protestant Episcopal church. 
The event was of historical interest, inas- 
much as the Rev. Mr. Kinsolving having 
been the first bishop for Brazil. Bishops 
priests and laymen from many states were 
present at the services. The services began 
at half-past 10 o’clock this morning and 
occupied two hours. 

Bishop Dudley, of Kentucky, was the 
officiating bishop at the ceremonies and the 
‘prother of the bDishop-elect, the Rey. Dr. 
George Herbert Kissolving, of Texas, 
preached the sermon.

CROKER DECLARES 


FOR EXPANSION 


He Says We Should Hold All We Have 
Gained by the War. 


THE ONLY SAFE POLICY KNOWN 


Declares It Would Be Weakness To 


Give Up the Territory. 


HE SAYS JEFFERSON WAS EXPANSIONIST 


New York Politician Joins Hands with 
' McKinley: Touching Policy of U. 
| S. Toward Philippines. 


New York, January 6.—The Journal and 
Advertiser will tomorrow print the follow- 
ing statement given out tonight by Rich- 
ard Croker: 


“I believe in expasion; I believe in hold- 
ing whatever possessons we have gained 
by annexation, purchase or war. 

“This policy is not only patriotic, but ft 
is the only safe one to pursue. Any other 
policy would show ‘weakness on the part of 
the United States and invite foreign com- 
plications. This must be avoided, hence 
our policy must be vigorous. 


“Jefferson was an expansionist, other- 


_wise he would not have favored the acqui- 


sttion of Loutsiana, with its foreign popu- 
lation, which in Jefferson’s time was quite 
as remote as the Philippines. In this age 
of steam and electricity distance is no ar- 
gument against expansion. 

‘We spend millions annually for mis- 
stonary work in foreign countries. Now 
we have a chance to spend this money in 
our own possessions and make the people 
of our own islands good, law-abiding cit- 
izens, who in time will be ioyal to our 
constitution and our flag. Take England 
for example. The people of this. little 
isle come pretty near owning the universe. 
Are not our people as powerful and as 
patriotic as the English people? The 
United States is the only country on earth 
superior to the English Why. not illus- 
trate to the world that we are fully able 
to cope with greater problems than we 
have had occasion to in the past, and in the 
future dominate any emergency? 

“We have a population of eighty millions 
of people; the country teems with young 
men full of life, hope and ambition. Why 
not give these young men a chance to de- 
velop our newly acquired possessions and 
build up a country rivaling in grandeur 
and patriotism our own United States? 

“It is an insult to the American people 
and to our flag even to suggest that we 
abandon the peoples we have released from 
bondage, or what would be more disgrace- 
ful, ‘that we should offer to sell them to 
the highest bidder. Such a proposition 
places the American people in the same 
category with the Chinese, who have 
neither patriotism nor a foreign policy, and 


are in consequence utilized as a doormat 


by the powers of the world. 

“I think the 16 to 1 question as outlined 
in the Chicago platform a decidedly dead 
issue. This was fully demonstrated in the 
last election. We did not embody the 16 
to 1 question in our platform, and the re- 
sult is that we elected every one of our 
congressmen.”

BARTLETT -DEFENDS BAILEY. 


SAYS TEXAS CONGRESSMAN’S 
RESOLUTION IS RIGHT. 


That It Is Not an Attack on General 
Wheeler Any More Than on 
Other Generals. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., January 6.—Congressman Charles 
L. Bartlett left last night for Washington to 
resume his official duties. He, was un- 
avoidably detained or else he would have 
been present at the opening session. 

Congressman Bartlett is always frank 
in expressing himself on public questions, 
and as there are two questions in which 
the country is deeply interested at this 
moment—the question raised by Mr. Bailey, 
the democratic leader of the hguse, as to 
the rights of any member of congress to 
hold his seat while serving in the army, 
and the question of the Philippines—a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution called on 
Congressman Bartlett today and asked him 
to state his position in reference thereto. 
When asked if he supported Mr. Bailey 
in his resolution as to the congressional 
status of members who hold positions in 
the army, he replied: 

“In reference to the statements which I 
see in the papers criticising Mr. Bailey 
as attacking General Wheeler, I must say 
that I feel assured that the conditions as 
they exist in the house and the resolution 
which Mr. Bailey has introduced are not 
understood, for if the people correctly un- 
derstood the fact they would, in my judg- 
ment, approve what Mr. Bailey has done. 

‘‘There were four members of the present 
congress who were appointed and commis- 
sioned as officers in the. army at. the com- 


democrats and two republicans, General 
Wheeler, since his appointment, has never 
performed any act as a member of con- 
gress or drawn any pay as such. The 


ber of the house, so I am informed, has 
not performed any act as a member or 
drawn pay as such, It would appear from 
the canduct of these two gentlemen that 
they ‘both .recognize that their seats are 
vacant, or, at least, they have not the 
right to hold both offices and enjoy their 
emoluments at the same time. Whether 
the other two members Who hold commis- 
sions have drawn pay or performed duties 
as members of congress I do not know, 
but I think that Mr. Bailey did the proper 
thing in introducing the resolution thkt he 
did, which is a simple resolution directing 
the judiciary committee of the house to 
inquire whether any member of the house 
has been appointed and accepted a com- 
mission in the army; and, if $0, what effect 
such appointment has on his membership 
in the house; and whether any member so 
appointed to an office in the army has ex- 
ercised any act as a member of the house. 
So, it is erroneous to say that Mr. Bailey 
is attacking General Wheeler any more 
than he is attacking either or-all of the 
three other gentlemen. That a member of 
congress has no right to hol@ an office 
under the United States during his con- 
tinuance in office is ciear from the constitu- 
tion.”’ 

“The articles of confederation contain 
the following clause in that section which 
fixed the qutlifications for members of 
congress: ‘Nor shall any person being a 
delegate in congress be capable of holding 
any office under the United States for 
which he, or another for his benefit, re- 
ceives any salary, fees or emoluments of 
any kind.’ And the constitution of the 
United States in article 1, section 6, para- 
gtaph 1 declares: ‘And no such person hold- 
ing any office under the United States shail 
be a member of either house during his 
continuance in office.’ 

“The house of representatives in four 
cases which came before it decided that the 
acceptance of an office in the army va- 
cated the seat of the member who was 
appointed and accepted such an office. 

“So if we are to obey the constitution; 
if we are to adhere to the teachings of 
our framers of government and preserve 
our government from military rule, no pro- 
vision should be more sacredly observed 
than that which Mr. Bailey has invoked 
to ascertain. If any member of congress 
claims or asserts ‘his rights to hold a com- 
mission in the army, and at the same time 
be a member of congress, draw both sala- 
Ties and do that which is in express vio- 
lation of the letter and spirit of the con- 
stitution and the theory and genius of our 
government, instead of being censured he 
should be applauded for his courage and 
fidelity to the constitution of our country. 

“What is your idea as to the acquisition 
of the Philippines?’’ was asked. 

“I am opposed to the United States hold- 
ing permanently the Philippine islands. 
While I approve of the terms of the treaty 
which requires Spain to relinquish her sov- 
ereignty over them, I will never sustain 
any proposition looking to the government 
acquiring these islands permanently as 
part of our territory. If we take them we 
must either own, control and govern them 
as our territories are governed, looking for 
them at some time to be admitted as states: 
or we must govern them as colonies. I do 
not believe that the inhabitants of these 
islands ate now fit to become citizens of 
the United States, nor do I hope to expect 
that rye! ever will be. To undertake to 
control them as colonies and rule them in 
a way different from the manner in which 
American citizens should be governed, in 
accordance with the constitution of the 
United States, would not only be obnoxious 
to the theory and spirit of our institutions, 
but would be iw violation of the constitution 
of the United States &s it has been inter- 

reted by the supreme court of the United 

ates. . 

‘—t may then be safely asserted that un- 
der our form of government and our con- 
stitution, when we acquire additional ter- 
ritory by purchase, treaty or conquest, we 
must fhold it with a view of ultimately ad- 
mitting it and the people who inhabit: it 
into the union as a state.

WILLIAMS SPRAKS 
WELL OF FILIPINOS 


Consul Stationed at ‘Manila on Record 
Touching ‘the Islands. 
HIS LETTERS WOW PRESENTED 


He Writes Secretary Day That Agui- 
naldo Is a Capable Man. 


\ 


SAYS INSURGENTS WANT TO BE ANNEXED 


Ccrrespondence Indicates That Philip- 
pine Rebels Were Willing To Be- 
come Our Subjects. 


Washington, January 6.—The correspond- 
dence published _ officially in connection 
with the peace treaty contains much of 
interest from Consul Williams, who was 
stationed at Manila prior to the war. He 
was in constant ¢ommunication with Aguin- 
aldo for some time after the battle of Ma- 
nila bay, and his letters throw much light 
upon thie relations with the Philippine 
chieftain: ’ 

As early as February 22d last Mr. Wil- 
liams wrote: 

“The governor general, who, amiable and 
popular, having resigned,’-wishes credit 
for pacification,. and certain rebel leaders 
Were given a _ bribe of $1,650,000 to 
consent to public deportation to China. 
This bribe and deportation,” he adds, “only 
multiplied: claimants and fanned the’ fires of 
discontent. 

‘‘Aguinaldo told me today,’”’ he writes on 
June 16th, “that his friends all hoped that 
the Philippines would be held as a colony 
of the United States”’ 

This was only four days after the first 
formation of a provisional government by 
the natives Mr. Williams gays he was 
invited to be present when this govern- 
ment was organized by the Filipinos, but 
that he declined. For this he afterwards 
received a note of approval from the state 
department. On August 4th he wrote: 

“It has been my duty ‘to keep on pleas- 
ant terms with Aguinaldo for ultimate ob- 
jects. Admiral Dewey says I have planted 
the seeds of orGial co-operation. My 
agreement with Aguinaldo has been that 
the conditions of government by the Unit- 
ed States in the Philippine islands would 
be vastly better for him and his people in 
honor, advancement and profit than could 
exist under any plan fixed by himself and 
the Filipinos. I have traversed the entire 
ground of government with him in coun- 
cil, and he has called his officials from 
fifteen provinces to meet for their discus- 
Sion, all stated as friendly but unofficially 
On my part.”’ 


Filipinos Superior to Cubans. 

On July 16th Consul Wildman wrote to 
the secretary of state expressing his views 
on the the, reported policy of the United 
States government to allow the Philippine 
islands to tturn to Spain.. Among other 
things, he aaid: 


“I considerthe forty or fifty Philippine 
leaders with whose fortunes*I’ Have bean 
closely connectad both the supeflirs’ of ‘the 
Malays and the Cubans. Aguinaldo, Agon- 
cilla and. send Are, au men who would 
be leaders in th@e/separate departménts in 
any ¢duntry. In'spite ‘vt statements to'the 
contrary, I knowthey ‘are fighting for an- 
nexation to the United States first and for 
independencs secondly. In fact, I have had 
the most prominent leaders call on me and 
say they would notraise one finger unless 
I could assure them that the United States 
intended to give them United States citizen- 
ship if they wanted it, 

“There ‘thas been a systematic attempt to 
blacken the name of Aguinaido and his 
cabinet on account’ of. the questionable 
terms of their surrendet to Spanish forces 
a year ago. It has been gaid that they sold 
their country for gold, but this has been 
conclusively disproved, not only by their 
own statements, but by the speech of the 
late governor general, Rivera, in the Span- 
ish senate. I was in Hong Kong in Sep- 
tember, 1897, when Aguinaldo and his lead- 
ers arrived under contract with the Spanish 
government. They waited wnptil the first 
of November for the payment of the money 
promised for the widows an@ orphans of 
the insurgents andthe fulfillment of prom- 
ised reforms. Only’ $400,000, Mexican, was 
ever placed to their credit.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Wildman says: 

“TI wish to put myself on record as stating 
that the insurgent government of the 
Philippine islands cannot be dealt with as 
though they were North American Indians, 
willing to be removed from one reservation 
to another at the whim of theif masters. 
If the United States decides not to retain 
the Philippine islands, its 10,000,000 people 
will demand independence, and the attempt 
of any foreign nation to obtain territory 
or coaling stations will be resisted with 
the same spirit with which they fought the 
Spaniards.”’ 

Warned Not To Make Pledges, 

The correspondence shows that Mr. 
Wildman was warned not to make pledges 
or discuss policy with Aguinaldo, and that 
he replied that he made him no pledges 
and exacted from him but, two, viz., to 
obey unquestionably the commander of the 
United States forces in the Philippine 


islands and to conduct his warfare on civi- 


lized lines. 


“Aguinaldo,”’ writes Mr. Wildman, “has 
written me by every opportunity, and I 
believe he has been frank with me both 
regarding his actions and his motives. IT 
do not doubt that he would like to be 
president of the Philippine republic, and 
there may be a small coterie of his native 
advisers who entertain a like ambition, 
but I am perfectly certain that the greate 
majority of his followers and all the 
wealthy, educated Filipinos have but one 
desire—to become citizens of the United 
States. As for the mass of uneducated na- 
tives, they would be content under any rule 
save that of friars.” . 

Consul General Pratt, stationed at Singa- 
pore, details his last interview with Aguin- 
aldo, saying that: he enjoined upon ,.the 
Filipinos the necessity, under Commodore

control over his forces in the Philippines, 
since no excesses on their part would .be 
tolerated ‘by the United States, the presi- 
dent having declared that hostilities with 
Spain were to be carried on in strict con- 
formity with the strict principled of civi- 
lized warfare. Mr. Pratt states that to 
this injunction Aguinaldo expressed the 
hope that the United States would assume 
protection over the Philippines for at least 
long enough to allow the inhabitants to 
establish a goverriment of their own, in 
the organization of which he would desire 
American advice and assistance. 

Assistant Secretary Moore, in a memo- 
randum to the secretary, says: 

“Mr. Pratt was instructed that it wase 
proper for him to obtain the unconditional 
assistance of General Aguinaldo, but not to 
make any political pledges."’ 

Writing on June 16th to Mr. Pratt, Secre- 
tary Day says: 

Day Instructs Pratt. 

“This government has. known the Phil- 
ippine insurgents only as discontented ‘and 
rebellious subjects of Spain and is not 
acquainted with their purposes, The United 
States in entering on the islands as a result 


will do so in exercising rights which the 
state of ‘war confers, and will expect from 
the inhabitants, without regard to their 
former attitude toward the Spanish gov- 
ernment, that obedience which will be law- 
fully due from them.” 

Included in General Merritt’s testimony 
was a statement from Admiral Dewey, in 
which he speaks of the natives of Luzon as 
gentle and docile and says of them that 
“under just jaws and with,the benefits of 
popular education they would make good 
citizens.” He adds that they are more in- 
telligent and better capable of se)f-govern- 
ment than the Cubans. 

On July 24th Aguinaldo wrote to General 
Anderson, saying he fad come from Hong 
Kong to make ‘common cause with the 
Americans against the Spaniards, but ask- 
ing that the American troops should com- 
municate in writing to him before disem- 
barking at the places intended to be oc- 
cupied in order to prevent trouble. 

plying to a Jetter from Consul Wildman 


holding out to him the advantages of an- 
nexation to the United States, Aguinaldo 
writes on August‘Ist that it is an alluring 
picture, but that he doubts if he can bring 
his people to see its beauty. He asks for 
the recognition of the Philippine govern- 
ment in order to join with it in annexation 
and suggests that the American forces 
should co-operate with those of the Philip- 
pine government.. 

On August 27th he wrote to General Mer- 
ritt urging that the Philippines should have 
a share in governing Manila and reminding 
the American general of the share of his 
people in its subjugation. 

The volume also contains a letter from 
Genera] Sir Andrew Clark, who is referred 
to in a note of transmission by Hon. John 
Hay, then ambassador to Great Britain, 
“as one of the greatest living authorities 
in England on all subjects connected with 
the government of the islands in the Malay 
archipelago.’’ Referring to his own suc- 
cessful action in 1874 for the pacification of 
the Malay peninsula ‘he says: 

“T believe the task of pacifying of the 
Filipinos would be no more difficult and 
perhaps easier than that which I @ccom- 
plished in the Malay peninsula. No doubt 
the presence of another great military 
force wil] be at first desirable at onegor two 
important centers, but I attach more im- 
portance to ample naval provisions, more 
especially of gunboats able to move freely 
agnong the islands and ascend the rivers.

ANTI-CIVIL SERVICE REFORMERS 


In Committee of the Whole Opponents 
of the Measure Win. 

Washington, January 6—The anti-civil 
service reformers scored a victory in the 
house today. The legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriafion bill was taken up 
for consideration, and when the appropria- 
tion for the civil service commission was 
reached Mr. Evans, republican, of SKen- 
tucky, made a motion to strike it out. 

This motion has been made annually for 
a dozen years or more, but has invariably 
failed. 

But today the opponents of the law laid 
great stress on the fact that they could 
not get a direct vote upon the proposition 
and were therefore compelled to seek its 
nullification in this manner. 

Even these appeals failed to bring out 
the full strength of the opposition, though 
the motion to strike out was carried by a 
narrow majority, 67 to 61. This was in 
committee of the whole, where no record 
is made of the vote, 

Mr. Moody, republican, of Massachusetts, 
gave notice that he would demand a record 
vote in the thhouse, where the friends of the 
civil service law expect to reverse the de- 
cision. ¢§ 

When the motion to strike out had been 
made it was agreed to confine the genera] 
debate to an hour on each side, 

Mr. Swanson, democrat, of Virginia, tak- 
ing advantage of the latitude allowed in 
debate while in committee of the whole, 
delivered an hour’s speech in criticism of 
the policy of,expansion. The administra- 
tion, which could hardly be driven into a 
war for liberty, had within a few months 
become greedy for conquest. The liberators 
of the Cubans were to become the despoil- 
ers of the Filipinos. He contended that It 
was unconstitutional for the United States 
to undertake a colonial system and cited 
the Dred Scott decision in support of his 
contention 

The majority did not consume the hour 
allotted, and at the conclusion of Mr. Swan- 
son’s remarks the bill was read for amend- 
ment under the five minute rule. 


Commission Without Pay. 

Mr. -Evans, republican, of Kentucky, 
moved to strike out the appropriation for 
the civil service commission. He reviewed 
briefly the struggle against the extension 
of the civil service law. It had outgrown 
its ordginal bounds and he was willing to 
bring the question to a test by cutting off 
the appropriation for the commission. He 
was not a spoilsman. He believed in 
merit and in the improvement of the pub- 
lic service, but he was opposed to life ten- 
ure and he was opposed to the present con- 
duct of the law. 

Mr. Dockery, democrat, of Missouri, said 
any attempt to nullify the law by declining 
to appropriate for the commission would 
fail. It might embarrass the commission, 
but ‘the commission could go into the courts 
and sue for their salaries under the law. 
If the other side of the house desired to 
repeal the ci¥il service law -it- should’ be 
done openly and without indirection. The 
whole purpose of thig amendment today, 
he charged, was to create an agitation 
which would compel the president to issue 
the rumored order amending the law. 

Mr. Linney, republican, of North Caro- 
lina, replying to Mr. Dockery’s intimation, 
said that an intelligent expression of the 
people of the United States on this subject 
through the popular branch of congress 
would not be regarded as an attempt at 
coercion by the president. It might be 
true that the proposed amendment was a 
‘cunning’ attempt to strike down the law. 
But cunning was the instrument of the 
weak and the opponents of the law were 
obliged to resort to indirection because 
some secret, mysterious os bloom 
ed them from getting the main oposition 
squarely before the house. The law had 
grown steadily more odious with the people, 
and if members of the house on both sides 
who spoke against it at home would stand 
together the law could be destroyed root 
and branch. 

Grosvenor Repeats History. 

Mr. Grosvenor; republican, of Ohio, who 
was at the thead of the anti-civil service 
movement during the last session, said that 
for twelve years he had seen this annually 
recurring motion made. He admitted there 
was some virtue in the argument. But no 
one could deny that the civil service law 
had overreached itself. It had throttled 
the appointing power of the government. 
Men who supported it when it became a 
law never dreamed it would be carried to 
the extent to which it has been carried. 

After some further debate; participated 
fn, among others, by Mr. Simms, democrat, 
of Tennessee, and Mr, Fleming, democrat, 
of Georgia, in opposition tartthe amendment, 
the vote was taken, the motion to strike 
out being carried 67 to 61. The anti-civil 
service reformers applauded vigorously. 

Mr. Moody gave notice that he would 
demand a yea and nay vote in the house: 

The committee then rose and the house 


adjourned. 


THE SOCIETY OF 
THE CINCINNATI 


There is little reason to doubt that the 
ghost of the defunct Georgia branch of 
the Society of the Cincinnati will be 
speedily revived if only one-tenth of the 
pedigree hunters Who have been rummaging 
through the records of the secretary of 
state during the past week succeed in 
tracing their descent back to the fifty-four 
original members whose names recently 
appeared in the columns of The Constitu- 
tion. ‘Such is the widespread interest which 
attaches to the matter that hundreds of 
people have expressed the desire to know 
something in regard to the origin of the 
Society of the Cincinnati. 


This time-honored organization was e3- 
tablished during the summer which imme- 
diately followed the close of the American 
revolution and the members who composed 
it were officers in that struggle. Major 
General Knox is credited with the incep- 
tion of the idea. On April 15, 1733, this gal- 
lant officer framed the original draft of 
the constitution upon which the .organiza- 
tion was subsequenily founded and on May 
10, 1783, there assembled at West Point on 
the Hudson enough: officers in sympathy 
with the proposed movement to formally 
complete the work of organization. Major 
General Baron de Steuben, who was the 
senior officer present, presided over this 
initial convocation. In the constitution 
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plished were stated thus: “To perpetuate 
the. mutual friendships which have been 
formed under the pressure of common dan- 
gers and in many instances cemented by 
the blood of the parties, the officers of the 
American army do hereby, in the most 


solemn manner, 
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adopted the objects sought to be accom- | 


associate, censtitute and : 


combine themselves into one society of | 
friends to endure as long as they shall | 
endure or any of their eldest male pos- | 
terity, and in failure thereof the collateral ! 
branches who may be judged worthy. of 
becoming its supporters and.members. The 
officers of the American army possess high | 
veneration for the character of that illus- 
trious Roman, Lucius Quintus Cincinnatus, 
and being resolved to follow his example 
by returning to their citizenship, they 
think they may with propriety denominate 
themselves the Society of the Cincinnati.” 

General Washington wag made president 
general of the organization and promptly 
accepted the honor. 


But despite the readiness with which 
General Washington assuméQ the duties of 
the position, there existed in the minds 
of some of the most influential citizens 
of the country grave doubts of the wisdom 
of the organization over which he was call- 
ed to preside by his late comrades in arms. 
Jefferson expressed himself in extremely 
severe terms. He declared that the organ- 
ization was opposed to the natural rights 
of man and that if it continued to exist 
it would eventually destroy the fabric of 
the government. Franklin ridiculed the or- 
ganization with bitter irony. Samuel Ad- 
ams, John Adams, John Jay and others 
were equally warm in denouncing it and in 
Several states of the union legislative ac- 
tion was recommended in regard to it by 
uneasy governors who feared that it threat- 
ened danger. Undisturbed by these criti- 
cisms, General Washington remained at 
the head of the organization continuously 
until the time ef his death: Of the distin- 
guished officers and descendants of officers 
who succeeded him were Alexander Hawmlil- 
ton, of Néw York; harles Cotesworth 
Pinckney, of South Carolina; Th: mas 
Pinckney, of South Carolina; Morgan Lew- 
is, of New York; Willam Popham, of New 
York; Henry A. 8S. Deartforn, of Massa- 
chusetts, and Hamilton Fish, of New York. 


In each of the. original thirteen states 
branch organizations of the Society of the 
Cincinnati sprang up during the year which 
followed the institution of the parent or- 
GSanization, and in the first general conven- 
tion, which was held at Philadelphia in 
May, 1784. every branch organization was 
represented. Subsequently general conven- 
tions have been held biennially, but seldom 
have more than eight or ten branch organi- 
zations been represented therein. This is 
due mainly to the fact that the descendants 
of the original members have not been 
able to muster up the same degree of en- 
thusiasm which characterized the original 
members themselves over the successful 
outcome of the American revolution, Other 
events have influenced them in other direc- 
tions and made them in some measure re- 
gardiess of the issues belonging to that 
remote period. Of ghe thirteen branch or- 
ganizations which sprang up in the wake 
of the parent organization in 1783 only six 
have enjoyed uninterrupted careers, viz, 
Massachusetts, New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, South Carolina and Mary- 
land. In each of these branch organiza- 
tions much of the pristine spirit of the So- 
clety of the Cincinnati has existed. In- 
cluded among the_principal cities of the 
country which have entertained the 8So- 
ciety of the Cincinnati from time fo time 
are Philadelphia, Washington, Charleston, 
Trenton, Boston, New York and Balti- 
more. ; 


Since 1878 there have b@en marked indl- 
cations of revival in the ranks of the So- 
ciety of the Cincinnati. Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut and Virginia branch organizations 
have been revived and movements are in 
progress looking toward the rehabilitation 
of those of New Hampshire, Delaware and 
North Carolina. From the widespread in- 
terest which hag been taken over the mat- 
ter in this state it begins to look as if 
Georgia’s branch organization will also be 
called from the grave. Ex-Mayor Jehn Ty- 
ler Cooper is perhaps the only citizen. of 
this state who ig still enrolled among the 
active members of the Society of the Cin- 
cinnati, but Mr.. Cooper belongs to New 
York’s ‘branch organization. His grandfa- 
ther, Lieutenant James Fairlie, of the Sec- 
ond New York regiment, was one of the 
original mrembers of the Society of the 
Cincinnati in that state and he inherits 
through him.

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NEGROES FIRE ON THE GUARDS. 
Case of Smallpox Carried to Pesthouse 

‘Causes Excitement. 
Rome, Ga,, January 6.—(Special.)—A mob 


house at a late hour last night, but no 
one was injured. The pesthouse is situat- 
ed beyond West Rome, in an isolated sec- 
tion, and yesterday a Selma negro who 
came here with a well-developed case of 
smallpox, was carried there. A guard of 
five men, heavily armed, was placed there, 
because mutterings among the negroes had 
been heard. 

In the dead hours of the night a fusi- 
lade of shots pelted about the men on 
duty. Altogether gome thirty shots were 
fired, but no one was hit. 

A runner was sent into the city and Sher- 
iff Camp and several deputies went out in 
@ wagon, carrying with them the riot 
guns recently purchased by the city. No 
further trouble ensued, however, and they 
returned to the city. 

It is supposed that the negroes living in 
that section were seized with an unreason- 
ing fear. The nearest house is half a mile 
away. The house in the city where the 
negro was found was burned to the ground 
by orders of the city authorities. 

There is no fear of a smallpox epidemic 
here, as every precaution thas been taken 
to prevent its spread. No further difficulty 
at the pesthouse is anticipated, but a large 
guard is on duty tonight. 


GLOBE TROTTER IN SAVANNAH. 


Jacob Cash Arrives There on His Trip 
Around the World. 
Ga., January 6.—(Specijal.)— 
Jacob Cash, another globe trotter, former- 
ly a soldier of the Twenty-second New 
‘York regiment, has struck Savannah, On_ 
January 3d he left the white house in 
Washington on his trip around the world. 
There he obtained his passports from 
President McKinley's secretary. 

Cash is different from most travelers. He 
has nothing to sell or advertise as he 
goes along, and he is not beating his way 
through the country on a bet.

Citizens of Macon Apprehend Trouble 
When the Negro Troops Are Mus- 
tered Out—General News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., January 6.—General Wilsom with 
the staff and headquarters’ attendants of 
the First army corps, left tonight ver the 
Southern . railway for Savannah, where 
they will take the transport for Matanzas, 
Cuba. 

It will be remembered that General Wil- 
son started several days ago, but the or- 
ders were countermanded.He received or- 
ders this morning, however, to proceed 
at oace to Savannah. With him went the 
signal corps, forty ¢lerks and fifty enlisted 
men. The soldiers went in a special train 
over the Southern and they will get into 
Savannah tomorrow morning and will em- 
bark the same day for Matanzas. 

The men of the signal corps have been 
ordered away several times, but so far’ 
they have not moved from Macon until 
tonight. There are 120 men in the signal 
corps, counting the officers. Since being 
here they have established telegraph and 
telephone lines out to tae camps from the 
city and have kept them in repair. They 
will run lines on their arrival in Cuba. 

No orders were received in regard to the 
moving of the other troops stationed here. 
It is understood that General Wilson wants 
a battalion of the Second Ohio men _ to 
precede the other troops into Cuba and 
dig artesian wells. The men of the Third 
battalion of this regiment all come from 
the oil regions in Ohio and are experi- 
enced in ginking wells. It is said that 
there is a scarcity of water on the island, 
and it is for that reason that the general 
wants them to go. It is expected, how- 
ever, that they will be returned home and 
be mustered out, as it is understood that 
Senator Hanna and others are working 
to get the regiment mustered out and that 
they feel sure of suceeding in this effort. 

The officers all seem to want to get out 
of the service, as they say that ‘they are 
remaining in at a financial loss as well 
as the men. The colonel, it is understood, 
is assisting the senator in getting the men 
out. 

Before leaving today Adjutant General 
Cecil stated that the mustering out of the 
negro soldiers would take place as soon 
as Captain Frederick arrived here. He 
says that it will not take long to get things 
settled and that the men will be turned 
loose within ten days after the officer ar- 
rives. The people are making a kick about 
them mustering out the troops here, as 
they seem to think that the two thousand 
negroes turned loose \n Macon will be sure 
to cause trouble. It is very probable that 
a meeting of the citizens will be ld pro- 
testing against such a move and that Sen- 
ator Bacon will be requested to use his 
influence in having the negroes sent back 
to where they came from. 

Major Hay and Mejor Halford, the pay- 
masters, arrived in the city yesterday and 
will commence paying the troops tomor- 
row. They will begin with the Seventh 
cavalry tomorrow morning. The men 
would have been given their money today, 
but the payrolls had not been completed 
and: it was impossible to go to work until 
everything was arranged. 

To Washington. 

A special committee appointed by the 
chamber of cpmmerce left this morning 
for Washingtaa to confer with the com- 
mittee of congtess on harbor and river 
improvements in regard to securing an ap- 
propriation for the betterment of the Oc- 
mulgee river so as to make it navigable 
between here and the coast.

With regard to the graveg in the 
southern states, it is undoubtedly true that 
much of the information desired ‘s not now 
in the offices of the various adjutant gen- 
erals, and it may take some weeks before 
it can Le prepared and sent forward. 

President Deeply Interestei. 

President McKinley is known to be mani- 
festing much interest in the collection of 
these statistics, but the officials of the de- 
partment, state that the inquiries were not 
sent at his request, as has been published. 
While his speech at Atlanta brought the 
matter to the attention of the department, 
and of course led to the requests being 
sent out, there was no direct suggestion 
from him on the point. It is true, how- 
ewer, that when the information is in hand 
he will set on foot a movement looking to 
the practical carrying into effect of the 
suggestions in hig Atlanta speech. This 
will probable take the shape of a message 
to congress suggesting that the care now 
given to the graves of the union soldiers 
be extended over the graves of the men 
who gave up their lives in uniforms of 
gray. 

It was the idea of- General Wright in 
sending for this information that he ought 
to have these statistics in his department, 
for they belditg properly to the contederate 
records. His research into the matter of 
confederate graves in the national ceme- 
teries or other cemeteries of the north has 
resuited in the subjoined list. It will be 
observed that in only a few instances is 
the exact number of the graves known, but 
this information he expects to receive in 
the near future.

MANY BILLS WERE INTRODUCED. 


Busy Day in the North Carolina Legis- 
lature. 

Raleigh, N. C., January 6.—(Special.)—In 
the senate today a bill passed requiring all 
fees and other moneys from insurahce 
companies to be paid directly into the 
treasury, the purpose being to take all 
these fees from the populist secretary of 
state. He has derived $300 annually from 
this source. 

A bill passed providing for the removal 
of the name of James H. Young, Negro, 
from the corner stone of the institution for 
white blind here. He&jis Governor Russell's 
appointee as colonel of the Third North — 
Carolina regiment and was until] then a 
trustee of the blind institution. 

A bill was introduced to place perma- 
nently in the hands of the whites the gov- 
ernment of Craven county, which has a 
large negro majority. 

The session of the house was marked by 
the introduction of many bills. Of these 
the chief were to forbid employment of 
convicts on state farms: to abolish the 
State board of tax equalization; to abolish 
the bureau of labor statistics; to require 
white committeemen for white schools and 
hegro comnmitteemen for negro schools. 

The most important bill which wiil come 
up during the session was introduced by 
Francis Winston, who, during the last 
campaign, was president of the white gov- 
ernment unions in North Carolina. The 
bill provides for a constitutional amend- 
ment to be voted on at a general election 
in May, 1900, the time for holding state 
elections being changed to that date. It 
is based on the Louisiana constitution, 
with a change of verbiage to suit North 
Carolina county and township government. 
In addition to the educational and property 
qualifications and the clause admitting per- 
sons, their sons and grandsons who could 
have voted in any state prior to 1867, it : 
aiso admits to registration all persons who | 
served in the United States army prior to 
January 1, 1867, as well as their sons and 
gran isons,

Sensational Turn in the Famous Case of Seven Georgia State Bonds 
‘Uecurred Yesterday, 


HONDS FOUND IN KEW YOR

Shepard Bryan Sent To Ferret Out Mys- 
tery and Telegraphs Success 


JOHNSON A BARTENDER ON THE BOWERY 


Travels of the Bonds Through Many 
Brokers’ Shops and Banks Tracei 
Back to Johnson and When 
Confronted with Proof 
Admits It. 


A deputy sheriff of Fulton county will 
leave for New York city today to bring 
within the jurisdiction of the court of this 
county C. P. Johnson, charged with ‘naving 
in his possession the Georgia state bonds, 
which for a long time have been missing. 
Johnson has admitted to Mr. Shepard Bry- 
an in New York city that he had the bonds 
in his possession since the death of J. A. 
McCautey. An attempt was made last night 
to get requisition papers to bring Johnson 
to this state and it is probable they will 
be signed this morning and an officer of 
the law will leave at 12 o’clock for the 
prisoner. 

Johnson left Atlanta some, time ago and 
is now a bartender on the Bowery in the 
metropolis. It is said not to have been a 
Pang of conscience that brought out the 
admission, but an undeniable proof that 
Johnson had them that caused him to say 
that McCauley gave the bonds to him. 

In the light of the trial that took place 
in @n effort to find the whereabouts of 
the missing bonds after the death of the 
former owner, Johnson has placed him- 
self by his admission in a situation that 
makes him liable’ to prosecution for four 
felonies, the aggregate sentence of which 
may send him to the penitentiary for forty 
years, Mr. Rauben Arnold, who represents 
County Administrator Banks, the plaintiff 
din the court * proceedings, said yesterday 
that Johnson had committed perjury. for- 
ecmy, larceny after trust and subordination 
of perjury. 

Mystery Cleared. 

The admission of Johnson has cleared a 
mystery that t‘hreatened for several months 
to )6€be one of the mest unfathomable 


“things that have happened in the annals 


of local history. For a week the story of 
the missing bonds was a sensation, and at 
the end of two investigations by astute 
lawyers and by an accumulation of evi- 
dence and the verdict of a jury, no light 
was thrown on the disappearance of seven 
Georgia state bonds which in his lifetime 


"were owned by J. A. McCauley. 


J. A. McCauley died in September. He 
owned the bonds that were miss'ng. He 
died intestate and by virtue of his official 
position County Administrator Banks took 
charge of his estate. The latter knew 
that the deceased had:seven Georgia state 
bonds. The administmtor knew also the 
humbers.of these bonds. 

© P, Johnson, the proprietor of the 
White Elephant saloon on Alabama street, 
Was a close and intimate Jriend 
Cauley, The latter was s: to have been 
a confirmed drunkard, a#fid it is said he 
spent much of his timé@ and the greater 
amount of his money in Johnson's sa- 
loon. 

One day McCauley was lying iil at the 
Jackson hotel, and Johnson went to the 
Atlanta National bank, where McCauley 
had a safe deposit box, and told President 
Romare that he came to get McCauley’s 
bonds from the box. The bonds were ob- 
tained and no one ever saw them again. 
Mr. Johnson was asked for the bonds a 
number of times by County Administrator 
Banks and Deputy 
Each time Johnson denied having the 
bonds. Finally he produced a_ receipt 
which he said McCauley gave him for the 
bonds. 

Johnson’s Trial. 

A ball trover proceeding was instituted 

and Judge Reid heard the argument. 


——_ Se —_—— 


Johnson was placed under a $5,000 bond by 
the court. This was made. The case came 
before a jury a few weeks after and 
Stronger evidence than on the first trial 
was presented against Johnson, but the 
jury said in its verdict that he did not 
have the bonds. A motion was made for 
a new trial and the bond under which 
Johnson had been placed was not removed. 

Pending a hearing of the new motion, 
which was to have come up today, the 
case had been almost forgotten. Johnson 
sold his saloon and went to New York. 
He opened up on the Bowery, and it is said 
began operations to realize on his bonds. 

Attorneys Arnold and Arnold have been 
persistent in their efforts to show that 
Johnson had the bonds. So deep was their 
conviction that Mr. Reuben Arnold notified 
over thirty banks and /similar establish- 
ments of the disappearance of the bonds 
and instructed them not to buy them or 
in any way redeemythem, but to notify 
him. A few days ago the law firm re- 


ceived a letter from Mr. John W. Dickey, 
of Augusta, a broker. The letter said he 
had purchased three Georgia state bonds. 
This was the beginning of the end. They 
were three of the missing bonds. They 
were purchased by Dickey from Broker 
A. Dutenhoper, of Wall street, New York. 
Bryan Finds Bonds. 

Mr. Shepard Bryan was sent to New 
York on the first train. He had instruc- 
t'ons to trace the travels of the bonds and 
locate the time they left McCauley. In 
twenty-four hours this telegram came to 
Arnold & Arnold: 

“Bonds have been found, Prospects cer- 
tain. BRYAN.” 

Yesterday morning this telegram was re- 
ceived: 

“Johnson claims that McCauley gave h'm 
the bonds in the presence of Jones Price. 
Have affidavits showing everytiing. Back 
Sunday. BRYAN.” 

Jones price is a negro waiter, who was 
a star witness in the trials of Johnson. 
He swore that he had seen the bonds de- 
livered by Johnson to McCawey. 

Mr. Reuben Arnold telegraphed County 
Administrator Banks, who is now in Flor- 
‘da. for instructions and up to a late hour 


last night had not heard from Mr. Banks. 
Steps will be taken at once to bring 
Johnson to Atlanta for trial and the de- 
velopments in the case are now expected 
to be rapid. 

Mr. Afnold stated yesterday that the 
bonds could not be recovered as a part 
of the estate of J. A. McCauley, but that 
the administrator could recover on the 
$5,000 bond which Johnson is under and 
turn the amount thus obtained over to 
the estate. 

There is much accrued interest. 

Where McCauley ¢ame from to Atianta 
he never disclosed. He arrived here about 
the time of the Cotton States exposition. 
He had considerable property upon his ar- 
rival, but it was largely squandered on 
whisky. It is said that Johnson got other 
property after the death of McCauley and 
has sold in all about $10,000 worth of his 


effects.

BELT LINE CASE 
COMES UP TODAY 


It Is To Be Heard Before Judge Henry 
Lampkin. 


A. & W. P.’S ANSWER NOT FILED 


The Nature of Its Reply Has Not Been 
Made Public. 


NEW ROAD WOULD COST FULLY $300,000 


Much of That Money Would Be Set 
Afloat Here—A Fight Between 
Two Systems for Control. 


The injunction against the Atlanta and 
West Point Railroad Company restraining 
it from building the belt line around the 
city on the east side comes up before Judge 
Lumpkin this morning. 

The injunction was obtained by the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railway on the ground that 
the expenditure which the West Point com- 
pany contemplated making on the belt line 
was not warranted by the probable benefits 
to that company. 

Just what answer the West Point will 
make to the Central’s/ application for the 


. injunction is not Known, as the former com- 


pany’s answer had not been filed up to 
midnight. 

It is understood that the West Point 
company had expended considerable money 
for property befvre the injunction was 
granted. No intimation has ever been given 
out publicly by President George C. Smith, 


‘of the West Point road, about the exact 


location of the proposed belt line, but the 
has said that it would skirt the city’s 
eastern limits, starting from a point on 
his road near Mr. Anthony Murphy’s home 
and running around to the Georgia railroad, 
striking it at a point near the city limits. 

This route would be about five miles long, 
and one of the arguments for the construc- 
tion of the Hne has been that it would 
put 2 stop to so many freight trains pass- 
ing through the heart of the city and ob- 
Structing the grade crossings. Another 
argument has been that it would facilitate 
the movement of freight and would gave 
the West Point company $30,000 a year in 
rentals paid to the Central for trackage 
through the city. 

‘ine cost of the proposed belt line would 
be something like $300,000 for right of way 
and construction. The country east of the 
city is rather rough and there would be 
some deep cuts and fills. 

The parties asking for the injunction 
were: Julius M. Alexander, of Fulton coun- 
ty; Hugh M. Comer, president of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia; his daughter, Miss Annie 
Comer; Simon Guckenheimer, E. A. Cun- 
ningham, Elizabeth H. Mills, Abraham 
Leffier, Alexander R. Lowton, as trustee; 
Mrs. Carolina A, Lamar, all of Savannah; 
the Telfair hospital, of that city, and the 
Central of Georgia railway. 

Tihese petitioners own, in the aggregate, 
about 1,100 shares of stock in the Atlanta 
and West Point, while the Louisville and 
Nashville, Pres€dent M. H. Smith, of that 
company, and General Manager T. K. Scott, 
of the Georgia railroad, own less than 
6,000 shares. The West Point company has 
12,322 shares of capital stock. Mr. M. H. 
Smith and Mr. T. K. Scott were able at 
‘the last annual meeting of the stockholders 
to put through such motions as they wished 
and they shaped the company’s policy and 
committed it to the construction of the 
belt road, 

An interesting legal contest is looked for 
today. 


ARE KEEPING THEIR PROMISES. 


Lines in the North and West Are 
Holding Up Rates. 


Word comes from the north and the west 
that the railroads in those sections are 
really maintaining rates. 

This is an innovation in both sections, and 
particularly in the west. 

A traffic officer who was in Atlanta this 
week said that he had received letters from 
a number of his connections in the north 
notifying him that they would not partici- 
pate after January lst in any rates less 
than their tariffs. 

This improvement in the. situation is 
largely attributable to the notice given by 
the Baltimore and Ohio and the Big Four 
that they would report any violations of the 
law to the ihterstate commerce commis- 
sion. This action on the part of those two 
companies was thought at first to be a 
grand stand play, but they have been taken 
seriously by their connections and com- 
petitors. 

The truth is said to be that the roads in 
the north have been doing an 1mmense vol- 
ume of business at very small profit for a 
long time. The financial pewers become 
tired of this and prdbably served notice 
that it would not be tolerated any longer.

No one 
has accused the southern lines of being 
spotless in the matter of rate observance, 
but they have been away ahead of their 
friends in the north and west.

AN EMINENT PRESBYTERIAN. 
EEV. DR. HOGE WAS PROMINENT 
IN HIS CHURCH. 

The Minister Took a Leading Part 
in the Days of the Early 
Sixties. 


Richmond, Va., January 6.—Rev. Df. 
Moses D. Hoge, the eminent Presbyterian 
divine and pastor of the Second Presby- 
terian church here, died at his residence in 
this city at 2:20 o’clock this morning. 

Early in November Dr. Hoge, while re- 
covering from a severe spel] of illness, was 
thrown from his buggy by the vehicle get- 
ting in collision with a trolley car. He was 
badly bruised. Two of his ribs were 
broken and he was unnerved from the 
shock of the accident. He was a great suf- 
ferer at times, but was conscious to the 
last. The funeral will take place Sunday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

Dr. Hoge was born in Prince Edward 
County in 1818. He was descended on his 
father’s side from a long line of distin- 
guished Presbyterian divines. He was edu- 
cated at Hampden-Sydney college and 
Union Theologica} seminary and sogn after 
being licensed to preach was called to this 
city as an assistant to Dr. Plummer. of the 
First church, His first and only indepen- 
dent charge was the Second Presbyterian 
church, which he built up and has been 
pastor of for fifty-four years. He stood in 
the front rank of Presbyterian ministers of 
the south, was an authority in the church 
courts and was several times moderator of 
the southern assembly. He had also repre- 
sented his church on several] occasions 
abroad as delegate to pan-Presbyterian and 
pan-evangelical gatherings. 

Dr. Hoge threw himself heart and sou! in- 
to the confederate cause and during the 
war ran the blockade to England. where 
he secured from the British Bible Society 
a large grant of Bibles and testaments for 
the confederate army. He had taken part 
in nearly every great confederate function 
and demonstration occurring here since the 


close of the civjl war, such as the unveiling 
of the Jackson statue and the laying of the 
corner stone and the unveiling of the Lee 
Statue and the soldiers’ and sailors’ monu- 
ment. He took an important part in the 
ceremonies incident to the reinterment of 
the remains of Mr. Davis and one of his 
last appearances in public was as one of 
the officiating clergymen at Miss Winnie 
Davis's funeral. ; 
As a pulpit orator he stood in the front 
rank of the preachers of this country.

A FIERCE WIND ‘PREVAILED 


Change in Weather Was as Severe as 
It Was Sudden. | 


REGISTERED 26 DEGREES AT 2 O'CLOCK 


The Cold Weather Is Result of Storm 
Which Swept Across the Country. 
Clear and Cold Today.

From 65, the highest temperature yester- 
day, the mercury in the thermometer fell 
below the freezing point before. midnight, 
and this morning at 2 o’clock registered 26 


degrees, 

The col@ weather here is the result of 
a storm which moved with great rapidity 
from the west gulf to Lake Ontario and 
which affected the temperature and weath- 
er of almost the entire country. 

The weather bureau had predicted cold 
weather and it began to be felt early yes- 
terday evening. The mean temperature 
during the day was 52, while the nora 
was 42. The highest point reached by the 
mercury was 65 degrees, and at 8 o’ clock 
it had fallen to 38. From then until mid- 
night it continued to grow perceptibly 
colder, and early this morning had almost 
reached 26. 

With the cold came a fierce northwest 
wind, which added to the disagreeableness 
of the weather. The change was sudden 
and severe and caused considerable com- 


ment, 
The Official Forecast. 

The weather man gives the causes for 
the weather, together with his prognosti- | 
cations in the following: 

Washington, January 6.—Weather condi- 
tions and general forecast: 

The storm central last night in the west 
gulf has moved with great velocity, aver- 
aging seventy miles an hour, and is central 
tonight over Lake Ontario and has caused 
rain or snow from the Mississippi valley 
to the Atlantic coast. Rain has also fallen 
on the middle and north Pacific coasts. 

An area of high pressure covers the whole 
region from the Missisippi valley to the 
Pacific coast, and will dominate the weath- 
er, giving ciear skies for the next two or 
three days from the Mississippi valley to 
the Atlantic coast. 

The temperature has fallen in the gulf 
states and New Bngland except on the 
Atlantic and gulf coasts, where it has re- 
mained stationary, and has remained sta- 
tionary in all other districts, including the 
Pacific coast. 

Generally fair weather may be expected 
from the Mississippi river to the Rocky 
mountains. Fair and much colder weather, 
with brisk to high northwest winds, will 
be experienced on the middle and south 
Atlantic, coasts Saturday.

An Electric Bridge. 
From The New York Times. 

A bridge of 900-foot span at Budapest is 
being erected entirely by means of elec- 
trical] machinery. The iron girders used as 
piles to keep the water back from the ex- 
cavations for the shore pillars were driven 
in by an efectric ram. The ram was a ham- 
mer rising thirty-four feet, with a velocity 
of twelve feet per second. The soil out of 
the holes was raised by an electric wind- 
lass. The water was pumped by seven 
centrifugal pumps working day and night. 
The five-inch diameter pumps were driven 
by ten horse-power motors, the eight-inch 
by a sixteen ‘horse-power, and one nine-inch 
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| by a twenty horse-power motor.

This does not mean cessation of hostili- 
ties. The fight will in all probability be 
carried to the superior court, where Judge 
Candler will preside, as Judge Lumpkin is 
probably disqualified. Although the at- 
torneys for the trust companies and the 
Consolidated are reticent about the mat- 
ter of the next step to be taken, yet it is 
known that the opposition to the Atlanta 
railway does not intend to give up the 
fight. Mr. Thod Hammond, one ‘of the 
counsel for the trust companies, stated 
yesterday marning tthe case would) ‘be 
fought in enother court. 

The thearing just concluded-in the United 
Stétes court has been cne of the warm- 
est and the most interesting heard there 
in some time. Considering the importance

[JUDGE NEWMANIS' WORDS 


IN RULING OUT THE CASE 


At the conclusion of the argument of 
Colonel Hammond, Judge Newman at once 
disposed of the case as follows: 


“In this case, gentlemen, my opinion is 
so well settled and my convictions are so 
positive on one phase of the case, that 
in view of the public interests involved, 
I think it would not be well for me to de- 
lay the case by taking the papers and go- 
ing further into it, and I think it would 
be unnecessary because there is no prob- 
ability of a ghange in my view. 

“Onder the act of 1875, as adopted by 
the act of 1887 and 1888, with which we 
are all familiar, the court was required for 
itself, notwithstanding the arbitrary ar- 
rangement of the parties by the pleader, 
in suits brought in this court, to arrange 
the parties as to their respective interests 
and to fix them on the side of the con- 
troversy on whith they belong. If all 
parties in this arrangement, 6n one side, 
are not citizens of different states from 
all the parties on the other side, the ju- 
Tisdiction fails. ‘This suit is brought by 
the Old Colony Trust Company against 
the Atlanta Railway Company to enjoin 
it from enforcing a right, which it says 
it obtained by an ordinance, to condemn a 
certain portion of the track of the Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company, that 
the city had authorizeg it under a certain 
claim of reservation of rigft, to allow 
this to be done; that is, to allow the new 
company to use a certain part of the track 
of the old company under certain circum- 
stances. The bill, as I say, seeks to pre- 
vent the new company from proceeding 
to condemn the track og the old com- 
pany to obtain the right to use it. Now, 
upon the filing of that bill against the two 
street railways companies, the Consolidat- 
ed Street Railway Company came into 
court and adopted all of the allegations 
of the bill of the Old Colony Trust Com- 
pany, and arranged itse.f, by all the plead- 
ings, on the side of the litigation with the 
trust company; the pleadings put-it there 
necessarily, its interests are there very 
clearly, the whole appearance, the whole 
countenance of the case puts the Consol- 
idated Street Railway Company on the 
same side with the trust companies in this 
litigation, as to the right of the Atlanta 
Railway Company, the new company, to 
use the part of its track in question. So 


I think there can be no question here, that’ 


it is not only the duty of the court, but 
it is"?tS imperative duty under the law, 
ome that cannot be avoided, to put the 
Consolidated Street Railway Company on 
the side of the Htigation with the com- 
p.ainant, and it being a citizen of Georgia, 
and the defendant, the Atlanta Railway 
Company, being a citizen of Georgia, nec- 
essarily the jurisdiction fails. There can 
be no escape from this conclusion. 

“Now. it is well understood that this 
court will not oust its own jurisdiction, 
will not defeat its own jurisdiction, unless 
it is met squarely with a _ state of 
facts which requires it; that is, where the

litigation ts brought into court, the court 
will not seek to rid itselg of hearing the 
case, if it finds that by dispensing with 
certain parties it can relieve the existing 
situatian and have only proper parties be- 
fore the court, on the question of diverse 
citizenghip. The question then arises. here, 
on the suggestion of counsel, as to wheth- 
er or not the Consolidated company is an 
indispensable party to this litigation? If 
it is not, of course the court, under the 
rule and practice just suggested, would 
dismiss it from the litigation and leave 
a case cognizable in the circuit court. Now 
the subject matter of this controversy, the 
real controversy in the case, is the right 
of the new campany, the Atlanta Railway 
Company, to use a certain part of the 
track of the old company, to have a sort 
of an easement in it—of course, the old 
company has simply an easement itseif— 
but the right to use that easement, what- 
ever this may be recalled, of the old com- 
pany. That is a right which the new com- 
Pany is asserting against the olg company, 
and the trust company comes in and 
says: We ask the court to enjoin the 
new company from asserting this right on 
the ground that there is no legislative 
authority for such a right, that the city 
could not exercise it and the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company could not exercise it. The 
question ig whether the new company has 
this right as against the old company, 
the right to use the track of the old com- 
pany, the Consolidated Street Railway 
Company. Now, can this litigation be set- 
tled without the presence of the old com- 
pany, will the court. undertake to decree 
that A has a right against B at the in- 
stance of C without having B before it? 
That is what we are asked to do here. 
We are asked to gay that the Atlanta 
Railway Company can‘*go upon the tracks 
of the Consolidated Company and use its 
tracks, in certain important respects 
which have been discussed, in certain ways 
and to do certain things,.and we are asked 
to. fetcrmine that fssue as against the 
Consolidated company without having the 
Consolidated company before the court.:I 
think that under the authorities read by 
the distinguished counsel for the Trust 
company, those cases themselves. will 
show, upon examination, that even by 
the rule there announced that this old 
company is an indispensable party. 

“By the case in 1I7th Howard (Shields 
v. Barrow, 17 How. 138) referred to—one 
of the first cases on the subject—I think 
the Consolidated .would be a necessary 
party in order to dispose of the issue, the 
controversy here. In my judgment it {1s 
absolutely necessary to have the Consoll- 
dated before the court in order to deter- 
mine and fully dispose of the issues pre 
sented in this case. 

‘In this view there is but one course for 
the court to pursue and that is to dis- 
miss this litigation from the court for 
want of jurisdiction on account of the 
citizenship of the parties. This without 
prejudice to the rights of the parties in 


| the case. 


be ruled out. He cited a number of de- 
cisions in support of his point. 

Anticipating a probability of Judge New- 
man ruling the Consolidated out of the 
case, Colonel Hammond thad prepared an 
amendment to his original bill striking the 
Consolidated therefrom, and making the 
Atlanta railway the sole defendant. He 
stated in concluding his speech that he 
would introduce this amendment in case 
Judge Newman decided to rule out the 
Consoiicated. 

Some thought that Judge Newman might 


take the case under advisement and ren-’ 


der a decision ruling the contest out later. 
This, however, was not the case. He ruled 
it out immediately after the argument 
had been concluded. 

“I do not think there is any need of my 
going into this case any further,” said he. 
in part, “for I am so convinced that this 
court has no jurisdiction ‘that I do not 
think it worth while to examine the papers. 
There is undoubtedly a community of in- 
terest between the trust companies and 
the Consolidated. The Consolidated was 
made a co-defendant, and a singular feat- 
ure is that the pleading of this company 
acknowledge every averrment of the trust 
companies. The real controversy, there- 
fore, as I see it is between the trust com- 
panies on the one side,and the Atlanta 
railway on the other. I also hold that the 
Consolidated is an indispensable party to 
the suit. Regarding the law of citizen- 
ship, therefore, I am compelled to dismiss 
this case on the ground of no jurisdic- 
tion.” 

The full statement is given elsewhere. 

Mr. Spalding Talks. 

Mr. Jack Spalding, counsel for the At- 
lanta railway, had the following to say 
wien seen yesterday afternoon: 

“tl am not surprised at the ruling of 
Judge Newman. It was a wise and just 
decision, and under the law he could have 
done nothing else. There is no doubt that 
the federal court here has no jurisdiction 
in une case Whatever. i will not be sur- 
prised at what the Consolidated may do 
next. We will be prepared to fight it, how- 
ever, to the end,’’ 

Colonel Hammond, when asked as to 
what course he would pursue, replied he 
did not know. 

Mr. Thed Hammond sid: 

“I suppose the fight will be taken to an- 
other court. Certainly it will not be drop- 
pei now.” 

Colonel Goodwin said: 
to say at present.’’ 


The Judge’s Order. 
Judge Newman’s order was in full as 
follows: 


In the circuit court of the United 
States for the northern district of Geor- 
gia. Old Coiony Trust Company et al. 
versus Atlanta Consoiidated Street Rail- 
Way Company and Atianta NHailway 
Company. Bill, Adanta HKRaliway Com- 
pany versus Old Colony Trust Company 
et al. Cross bill. Atlanta: Consoliaated 
street Railway Company. Cross -bill. 

It appearing to the court after hear- 
ing argument of counsel and consider- 
ing the pleadings it ‘this cause that 
the controversy therein is a controversy 
not wholly between citizens of different 
states and that citizens of the same state 
are parties upon the defendant’s side 
of said controversy and_are indispensa- 
ble parties to’ the said-cauwe so that 
the same cannot be cured by amend- 
ment. It is ordered that the proposed 
amendment offered by the Old Colony 
Trust Company dismissing the Atlanta 
Consolidated Btreet Railway Company 
as a party to the bill be refused. It is 
further ordered that the above cause 
is hereby dismissed for want of jurisdic- 
tion in this court to entertain the same. 
This dismissal is otherwise without 
prejudice to the rights of any party 
hereto. All orders heretofore granted 
in this cause are set aside.

History of the Case. 


The fight in the United States court ema- 
nated from the contest before the city 
council for west side franchises. Both the 
Consolidated and the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany had presented petitions for west side 
right of way, including the vViadtict. The 
Atlanta railway asked to use the Mitchell 
street tracks of the Consolidated. and the 
officiais of the latter company asked coun- 
cil not to grant the request.

| the Mitchell street tracks of the Consoli- 


dated. Council unanimously adopted this 
recommendation and the case wag catried 
to the United States court by the Old 
Colony Trust Company of Bosion, then 
trustee for the Consolidated bondholders. 
Tihe Trust Company sued out az injunction 
against both the Atlanta railway, and the 
Consolidated, seeking to prevest them from 
entering into any arrangement whereby 
the Mitchell street tracks of the Consoli- 
dated might be condemned. - _ . 

The Atlanta Railway Company filed a 
very sensational crosé: bilito this suit al- 
leging that the organizati@i of the Consoli-., 
dated was illegal on ac@unt of the pro- 
visions in the constitutios and the charters 
of the various roads composing the Consoli- 
dated, preventing themfrom entering into 
any contract that. would foster mon- 
opoly or tend to destroy competi- 
tion. It was siso charged that 
the trust company and the Consoli- 
dated were in collusion to prevent condem- 
nation proceedings, and that the trust com- 
pany had been brought into the suit to 
secure the jurisdiction of the United States 
court. 

Tihe case has been on trial for over a 
week and some eloquent and powerful 
svecches have been made by both sides. 
Colonel John B. Goodwin represented the 
Consolidated; N. J. & T. A, Hammond 
represented the trust company, and King 
& Spalding represented the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company. . 

Relationship the Cause, 

Judge Lumpkin thas held on several pre- 
vious occasions that he is not qualified to 
sit in cases where the Consolidated Street 
railway is concerned on account of his 
relationship with some of the Consolidated 
stockholders. It is prokable, therefore, that 
Judge Candler will hear the case if it goes 
to the superior court, although any su- 
perior court judge is qualified, provided 
there are none of the usual disqualifica- 
tions, 

The case may pcssibly be appealed to the 
United States court of appeals. Again, no 
further step may be taken until the Per- 
kins suit, now pending in the superior 
court, is settled.

NEW PETITIONS BRING ON ANOTHER FIGHT 


Another Branch of Franchise Fight Comes 
Up This Morning. 


WHO CONTROLS THAT STOCK? 


It Will Be Charged That the Consoli- 
dated Is the Prime Mover. 


SMITH & PEEPLES ARE ENGAGED IN CASE 


They Will Assist in Representing the 
Atlanta Railway Company—Hard 
Fight Is Expected. 


The testimony in the case of T. P. Per- 
kins against the Atlanta Street Railway 
Company will be taken at 10 o’cloek this 
morning by Commissioner McCord in his 
office in Temple Court. This is only an- 
other branch of the famous war on be- 
tween the Consolidated and the Traction 
lines, and promises to be quite as interest- 
ing as that concluded yesterday in the 
United States court.before Judge New- 
man, : 

Perkins secured a temporary injunction 
against the Atlanta railway several days 
ago. He charges that the franchises re- 
cently secure@ by the Atlanta Railway 
Company from the city council were to 
be used by another company to be known 
as the Atlanta City Street Railway Com- 
pany: that the new organization contem- 
plated an increase in the capital stock and 
bonded indebtedness of the .present com- 
pany, and that his stock would be neces- 
sarily rendered less valuable by the 
change. He says he owns ten shares of 
stock and two bonds in the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company. 

An effort will be made by the attorneys 
for the Atlanta railway to show that Per- 
kins has not brought- this suit of his own 
volition, but that the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company either virtually owns or 
controls the stock Perkins says he owns, 
and that Perkins is merely the tool of the 
Consolidated to attempt to cripple the At- 
lanta railway if possible through the me- 
dium of the courts. 

In order to estabiish this fact King & 
Spalding, attorneys for the Atlanta rail- 
way, went before the court and secured 
an order for a commissioner to take testi- 
mony in the case, which will be submitted 
to Judge Candler on the hearing of the 
bill for injunction. This testimony will be 
taken this morning and some lively devel- 
opments are likely to follow. 

The following named gentlemen have 
been summoned to appear before the com- 
missioner: Darwin G. Jones, Joel Hurt, 
R. J. Lowry, T. J. Hightower and T. P. 
Perkins. Each will be called on to state 
under solemn oath how Perkins happened 
to file suit for injunction and how he came 
into possession of his stock and bonds. 

The case is important because of the 
amount of capital involved that has come 
to the attention of the courts in some time, 
and the result is being watched with in- 
terest. It is probubie that the hearing be- 
fore Judge Candler on January 2ist will 
be even warmer than the hearing before 
Judge Newman. 

The hearing before Judge Candler comes 
up on the 2ist instant. 
H., C. Peeples have been engaged to assist 
King & Spalding to represent the Atlanta 
Railway Company. -

ATTORNEYS GIVE BOARD NOTICE 


They Ask Commissioners To Allow 
Them To Be Heard on Matter. 


WHAT ATTORNEY SPALDING HAS TO SAY 


He Declares That Consolidated Does 
Not Intend To Build Lines if 
Franchises Are Granted. 


The petitions of the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company read at the meeting of 
the board of county commissioners on 
Tuesday asking for franchises in the west- 
ern portions of the county will be fought 
by the Atlanta Railway Company. 

As soon:as Messrs. King & Spalding, at- 
torneys for the latter road, heard of the 
petitions of the Consolidated, they sent a 
communication to every member of the 
board of county commissioners stating that 
they, as attorneys for the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company, wished to be heard on the 


granting of the franchises, and asked that» 


they be notified when the committee on 
roads and bridges, to which the petitions 
will be referred, will meet, and that they 
also wished to appear before the entire 
membership of the board. 

This will bring on another hot fight be- 
tween the two systems of electric railways 
that are vigorously contending with each 
other for franchises in the city. The text 
of the petitions presented by the Consoil- 
dated to the county board was given in 
The Constitution yesterday morning. The 
company asked for the right to extend its 
lines with the overhead wire system along 
the East Point road from the city limits 
of Atlanta to the limits of the city of 
Oakland. This is the route of the chert 
road, and as the meaning of the petition 
of the Consolidated was not clear, the 
commissioners did not take any action. 
Another petition asked that the Consoli- 
dated be allowed to remove the pavement 


on Marietta street and relay tracks from ' 


the city limits to the Howell’s mill road 
and another petition asked for a franchise 
to run an electric line along the Marietta 
road to the reservoir. 

These petitions were all read. One of 
them was held up till the next meeting, 
and the latter two were referred to the 
committee of roads and bridges, composed 
of Messrs. Palmer, chairman; Rosser and 
Walker. 

The notice sent out by Messrs. King & 
Spalding was as follows: 

‘Dear Sirs—We see fro 
paper that the Atlanta Comsolidated Street 
Railway Company has de application for 
certain franchises over/ the\roads of this 
county. We desire to jpe heard in behalf 
of certain citizens and’ taxpayers in oppo- 
sition to the grant of these franchises, and 
write to ask that we be given an opportu- 
nity to present the reasons why the samé 
should not be grantgd. 

“We will appreciate an opportunity to 
be heard before the committee to whom 
this matter has been referred, and before 
the full board. We are satisfied that there 
are conclusive reasons why these fran- 
chises should not be granted to the Consoli- 
dated, especially at this time, and most 
respectfully ask that we be nétified of all 
sittings and hearings of the committee, 
and of the board, held for the purpose of 
considering the same, and that we be given 
an opportunity to be present and be heard.

Mr. Spalding Talks. 

Mr. Jack Spalding, when asked about the 
petitions of the Consolidated yesterday, ex- 
pressed himself as not surprised at the 
request of the Consolidated. He seemed to 
think it Was commonplace and said it was 
in keeping with the past actions of that 
company. He gaid: 

It ie Just another attempt of the Con- 
solidated to throttle, cripple and op- 
press the Atianta Railway Company. It \ 
is just like a man who goes into court 
and asks for relief when he is all the 
time in contempt of court. ‘Here comes 
the Consolidated asking the people for 
something which it does not want and 
does not intend to utilize, while it de- 
fles the ordinances of the city and the- 
wishes of the people. 

I do not believe the Consolidated in- 
tends to build a single line along the 
routes over which it asked for fran- 
chises yesterday. It is the agitation of 
an old question. Ever since the Atlanta 
Railway Company built its line to Fort 
McPherson the Consolidated has been 
talking of running there. Since the At- 
lanta Ratlway Company secured a fran- 
chise to rup to the waterworks and res- 
ervoir the Consolidaced has been going 
there, too. The company has no in- 
tention® of utilizing these franchises 
should they be granted. It fs to harass 
the expansion policy of the Atlanta 
Railway Company and prevent that 
company as far as possible from carry- 
ing out its pians to extend its lines.

This 
dees not signify that Mr. Walker and 
Mr. Rosser will vote with the Consoli- 
dated on these franchises. In view of 
the present popular disapproval of the 
efforts of the Consolidated to elect cer- 
tain persons on the board, the people 
will not permit Mr. Walker or Mr. 
Mosser to vote with the Consolidated 
to the prejudice of the Atlanta Rall- 
sway Company. Mr. Walker is not with 
the Consolidated on issues that may 
arise. He will not be controlled. Mr. 
Palmer, although he is an excellent gen- 
tleman, took much interest in the Con- 
solidated litigation and filed a brief in 
the recent railway hearing in the United 
States court, and I do not believe he 
can cast an unbiased vote on this ques- 
tion of franchises... He will not be abie 
to land a single vote of the other com- 
missioners on the board in favor of the 
Consolidated. 

‘Mr. Palmer said yesterday that he did

PROF. QUICK MAKES REPLY. 


Scys Voltage Has Nothing To Do with 
Améunt of Metal Depositei. 


Professor R. W. Quick, of the department 
of physics and electrical engineering of the 
Technological school, makes reply to the in- 
terview with Mr. F. F. Small, published in 
yesterday’s Constitution. 

“Georgia School of Technology, Atlanta, 
Ga., January 4, 1898.—Editor Constitution: 
I notice in the morning paper some = 
ments by Mr. Small on the vers ty - 
made by me regarding Mr. Telfairs min ng 
scheme. At the outset I would say that : 
have nothing to retract on any of me 
let it be understood that 45 Sia ? hor 
sanity I am referring only to Mr. Telfair s 
mining scheme. A man may be insane on 
one point only and be perfectly rational in 
every particular on all other questions. 
“Mr. Small says: “I ask ‘for the best 
electrical authority if 3,000 amperes will not 
deposit 600 pounds of copper per hour, if 
you give it sufficient voltage. In the in- 
terview to which Mr. Small refers I remem- 
ber the estion was discussed as to the 
deposit of copper per hour by 3,000 amperes. 
I worked out the problem there in the office 
(getting at best only an approximate value 
as I had to rely upon memory for the 
value of a particular constant that is in- 
volved) and found that 3,000 amperes would 
deposit from a tank of cupric salt ‘solution 
eighty-seven pounds per ten hours. The cor- 
rect -value is 77.8 pounds per ten hours. I 
have not the slightest idea what is meant 
by, ‘if you give it voltage enough.’ I beg 
to state that with a given ourrent, the 
voltage has nothing to do with the amount 
| of metal deposited, and 7.78 pounds per hour 
is all that will be deposited from a single 
tank by a current of 3,000 amperes from a cu- 

salt solution, no matter whether the 
generator gives 1,000 volts or two volts. The 
voltage necessary to force the current of 3,000 
amperes through the circuit will depend on 
the resistance of_the circuit which, if very 
small, will be only 4 tew volts to produce 
the 3000 amperes. But this matter is of 
comparatively small moment. The crucial 
point is to get. the gold in solution in the 
vat. When there, it can easily be gotten 
out by an electric current; and 3,000 am- 
peres, or even 15,000 amperes can be easily 
enerated. I would say to Mr. Small that 
ff he can tell how 1,800,000 volts potential 
difference can be maintained between the 
earth and the end of a wire attached to a 
generator one or two miles away, his for- 
tune could be made by simply uttering the 
. words; for there are electric corporations 
that would give hundreds of thousands of 


dollars to know it.

that 1,000,000 volts cannot be delivered be- 
tween earth and end of a wire one or two 
miles from the generator. 

“T will not take space to call Mr. Small’s 
attention to the contradictory statements 
made by Mr. Telfair during my interviews. 
If he desires to know the details he may 
communicate with me. 

“The two interviews I had with Mr. Tel- 
fair convinced me of the complete imprac- 
ticability of the scheme and it is only a 
question of time when the truth of my 
statements quoted in Sunday’s Constitution 
will be proved.” t 


Telfair Writes a Card. 


Concerning the articles that have ap- 
peared in The Constitution in connection 
with this arrest, Mr. David J. Telfair writes 
as follows: 

“T have been tin Atlanta about fifteen 
months, Most of the time I have met quite 
a number of the most prominent men. My 
life history has been published broadcast 
over the whole United States, but I have 
yet to hear of a single man who has during 
that time come forward in any paper and 
denied any of the statements that I have 
made. On the contrary, I have in writing 
the statement of a chief of police in New 
York, that the statements so made had 
been verified both in this country and in 
South Africa. The article on the Ist be- 
gins by saying that I am the promoter of 
a $100,000,000 company. My advertisement in 
The Journal for some time, and which was 
copied by The Constitution, gives the names 
of the promoters. I only claim to have in- 
vented a process for the extraction of gold, 
silver and copper by the means of electric 
currents. It is not a mere idea now, it was 
for years an idea only, but it nas béen a 
fact for some years. You also state that 
this claim has been regarded with skepti- 
cism by the Georgia gold miners and elec- 
tricians. This is an error. I have had 
frequent letters and visits from both classes 
of men who think otherwise, some having 
been willing to put up sums of money if it 

ad not been a fact that I was handicapped 
by, promoters in Olean, N. Y., mM, whom, 
after investigation, they had nv confidence. 
Some-of both classes are skeptics, but there 
aré_ skeptics in everything, and it is neither 
just nor generous to give the skeptics all 
the front seats. It is to the aforesaid Olean 
promoters that is due the fact that I had 
to go to New York city for promoters in- 
stead of this city and the south. In regard 
to the letters received from those in New 
York, if you will read them carefully you 
will see that they are all of the same char- 
acter—simply evasions, Mr. Vanderbilt 
says that he knows nothing of the Electro- 
lytic Mining Company, of New York. 
Neither do I. The compsny in which I 
have stock is base@'on @ Chinese conces- 
sion. The Alfred Van Santford connected 
with this company wes alive enough to 
write in December; 1898 instead of being 
dead as stated. Perhaps his reply was not 
satisfactory. As to. the reply of Wa Ting 
Fang, the Chinese ambsssador, that he does 
not remember Telfair,J only reply to these 
by saying that I never claimed to have or- 
ganized any companies, obtained any con- 
cessions or promoted anything but my 
electrolytic process. .Others have organized 
the companies, and obtained the conces- 
sions, and bought the mineral land, and 
those who are at the head of the present 
company are abundantly able to take care 
of it. In al] these answers, when they are 
simmered down, there only remains this 
residue: ‘It is none of your business.’ They 
have no stock for sale. They want no sup- 
port from the papers. They have no ax to 
grind. I alone have a few shares to sell, 
and it is the best investment in the world 
today; but there is no compulsion in the 
matter. In ten years the stock will be 
worth $5,000 per share, with none to sell. 
This is Wa Ting Fang’s reply to The Con- 
stitution’s telegram: 

‘*‘Don’t remember having dealings with 
Telfair.’ As he never had, and I had never 
asserted he had, I cannot see how it gives 
me a black eye. Your telegram was mis- 
leading, and due perhaps to getting your 
information from others, some of whom 
have tried to make it appear that I have 
manufactured the company and all its con- 
comitants. It is well kKnown that E have 
not been either to Washington, New York 
or China since I came to Atlanta in Sep- 
tember, 1897, and it looks absurd for a 
journalist to assume that I am the author

here in Atlanta who have told me long ago 
that they would furnish the money to put 
the epilepsoro in operation if I would 
guarantee that they would not be molested 
by the people of Olean. But they dallied 
too long, and others will reap the reward.

was thanked for its promptness in forward- 
ing so many sites for the proposed prison, 
and asking that maps or other accurate 
description of the several places be sent 
to Washington as soon as possible, 

Captain Clayton, the city engineer, 
ready to prepare the maps that have been 
asked for, and one of the questions to come 
before the committee this morning will he 
what sites, of those offered the city, to 
furnish maps of. 

Until this has been determined by the 
committee, the city engineer cannot g0 
ahead with the work; but it is probable that 
the maps suggested by the committee will 
be prepared and be in the hunds of the 
attorney general by the last of next week. 

The site offered by the Central railroad 
and the one comprising the grounds of the 
old waterworks, together with ene or two 
others, have been tendered the city for the 
use of the federal prison free of charge, and 
of these sites maps Will be made“at once. 

In the letter received from the attorney 
general yesterday that offi¢ial states that 
he wishes to familiarize himself with the 
character of the sites proposed by the city 
so that in case ‘he is unavoidably prevented 
from coming to Atlanta that he will know 
something of the condition of the different 
places, and in this way aid the assistant 
who might be sent in his place. 

The attorney general states that he has 
not determined when he can be in Atlanta, 
but hopes to come some time in the near 
future. The communication closes in the 
following words: 

“IT suggest that you have a brief descrip- 
tion made of these properties, giving the 
areas and distances from Atlanta, and 
other particulars, so that I may familiarize 
myself somewhat with their characteristics 
before visiting them. I have not yet been 
able to determine the date on which I 
shall visit Atlanta, but will advise you in 
due time.’’ 

At the meeting of the committee this 
morning it will be definitely decided which 
of the sites that have been offered will be 
presented to the attorney general for his 
consideration. It is probable that the com- 
mittee will push those sites that have 
been offered free to the city, and present 
others that have been given to the city for 
a consideration, as a last resort. 

The entire lot of sites at the disposal of 
the city comply with the requirement laid 
down by the attorney general for the loca- 
tion of the prison, all of them being on 
through trunk lines and with water sup- 
plies and other sanitary conditions that 
could-not be improved on in any part of the 
state. As soon as the maps have been pre- 
pared by the engineer they will be forward- 
ed to Washington, and the attorney general 
will then make his preparations to come fo 
Atlanta for the purposg of giving the sites 
his personal inspection.

Although the rain felb in torrents and 
the basement of the courthouse was damp 
and dark, a large number of ladies, who 
are learning to copy the records of the 
county, were present yesterday to receive 
instructions from the supervisors. There 
is much for the employees of the abstract 
company to learn before they can com- 
mence their work and proceed intelligently 
with it. 

There is a large book of abbreviations in 
which the abstracts are to be written that 
must be learned. Strict rules of conduct 
are enforced and the watcinword that will 
exist among the copyists will be ‘‘work.”’ 
Mr. Camp and his assistants and some of 
the ladies were in the clerk’s office yes- 
terday morning inspecting the _ records. 
They went minutely through portions of 
some of them and much information was 
culled that will be imparted to the begin- 
ners, 

More desks are being daily added to those 
that are already in the basement of the 
courthouse, and in a short time the entire 
floor space of that large building will be 
covered with desks. ; 

The undertaking is almost a Herculean 
one, as’ will be seen from the following 
figures. All deed books, mortgage books, 
writ books, minute books of the superior 
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and city courts, execution dockets and gen- 
4ral indexes will thave to be gone through. 

There are 138 deed books averaging 700 
pages of forty-five lines each and ten words 
to the line, making 43,155,000 words, which 
will have to be read. As only abstracts 
will be made, the deeds will not be copied 
in their entirety. With the use of abbre- 
viations; the work will be cut down very 
much. 

There are 54 mortgage books that will 
have to be examined. All of the mortgages 
will have to be read by the copyist, but 
only portions of them copied. The books 
are about the same size as the deed books 
and the aggregate number of words to be 
reaq is 17,010,000, 

There are 120 writ books that will be 
minttely examined. These books are a 
trifle jarger than the deed and mortgage 
books, The number of words calculated 
to be Tead in them is 43,200,000. There are 
about sixty minute books that are closely 
written and the number of words run into 
the millions. Tiere are twenty-six execu- 
tion books and ten index books. The total 
amount 6f work required to make abstracts 
of these books is enormous and scarcely 
an idea ofthe labor can be obtained with- 
out an inspection of the books themselves. 

The recotMls run back to the formation 
of the county about seventy-five years ago, 
and each year Uuhey have been growing in 
volume.
